DISCOVERIES AT POMPEII. 


two skeletons lately discovered, the larger 
of which, that of the woman, is almost 
entirely embedded in the layer of stones. 
Ouo arm only has left an impression ,on 
tho ashes; and with this arm she was 
clasping tlio leg of tho child, tho greater 
portion of whoso body has been modelled, 
showing considerable contiactiou in tho 
Arms and legs, and a general emaciation, 
which lead us to suppose that tho child 
must have been very ill. 


PJSRSOJiALti. 


Ou January 2J, the skeleton of a woman 


with a child was discovered ut Pompeii, 
in a narrow street which bounds on the 
north, Iiisiila VII. of Regione VIIL, 
about twelve feet above the level of the 
ancient pavement—that is to say, where 
the layers of lava end and those of ashes 
begin. 
It is well known that tho catas- 


trophe ot 79 A. D., commenced with a 
thick shower of small pumice stoaes, by 
which tho streets and open squares of 
Pompeii were covered up to tho roofti of 
the houses. Stones" wore succeeded by 
ashes, which became solid owing to the 
action of successive showers of boiling, 
water: and these ashes now form the 
top layer of the materials which cover 
the ruins of Pompeii. 
Most of tho 


unhappy beings who remained in tho 
house after tho eruption first reached 
tho 
town, 
aiid who 
found, 
when 


the shower of stones was over, that no de- 
liverance \van possible except in flight, 
made their escape through tho windows, 
the doors having been blocked by the 
stones and lava. But, so far as wo can 
judge fi'oni tho excavations, tho greater 
part of these fugitives could have taken 
but few steps, and must have been quick- 
ly suffocated by-the poisonous fumes. 
The hot ashes and water covered their 
bodies in such a way as to make an exact 
cast; and After tho flesh had shrunk 
nway, tho impression nmdo by tho corpses 
ntill remains as they fell struck down by 
dcntli. Tho Soimtoro Fiorelli conceived 
tho happy idea of taking planter casts 
of tho improsions, and thus reproduced 
tho figures to bo noon in the Pompeii 
Museum, which havo been copied into 
most of tho books that denoribo tho wi- 
(iquUiofl of tho buried city.

as a inan iu .Tapan is asked to commit 
bari-kari. No doubt, tbe South Carolina 
legislature, in colonial times, felt about 
piracy just as this patriotic. Philadelphia 
book-firm feels about 
reprints. 
The 


Carolina proprietors wanted the colonists 
to chase away the pirates who flocked in- 
to Charleston to buy sea-stores and sell 
booty, but the Colonial Assembly refused. 
The Carolinians, no doubt, said as the 
Philadelphians do now:—"See what will 
coma of driving away a lucrative trade." 
The proposed treaty will not seriously re- 
strain the reprinting of foreign books,— 
in fact, it leaves open :i wide door for 
plunder, but even if it were calculated to 
break in) the business of reprint, it would 
be no worse than some of our existing 
laws.

.money more plentiful, and enriched some 
.of the islanders, if the treasury detectives 
'had not rudely seized the plant and sent 
.the printers to prison, from a prejudice 
ngainst counterfeiting.

thus deal with men who were only trying 
io get other people's property without 
paying for it,—a thing perfectly legal iu 
another branch of the repriut business. 


It is worth while to repeat nnd empha- 


size tho fact that the greatest damage 
from any system of pillage, or complicity 
iu pillage, is that it confuses the moral 
judgment and tends to retard the general 
enligbtment of a people. 
No amount of 


"cheap literature" can atone for the dis- 
turbing effect 011 the public conscience of 
a dishonest system. I have beard a gen- 
tleman of culture and usually clear ideas 
talk about "the great heritage of cheap 
literature," which the pirated "libraries" 
had brought to the American people. 
Which reminds me of 
the saying of a 


West Virginia chaplain, when recounting 
bis capture by bushwhackers:—"They 
cast lots, to decide who should inherit my 
horse."—[Edward Eggleston. iu the April 
Century.

THE DANGEES OF IONOKANCE. 


One cannot judge from the brief ac- 


couuts given what are the precise causes 
of such disasters, but there is reason to 
believe that ignorance is prolilic; that 
many persons have only a vaguo knowl- 
edge of the qualities of nitro-glyceriuo, 
cannot recognize it when they see it. and 
are not acquainted with the various for;;;!! 
in which it in compounded or with the 
peculiar dangers of handling it carelessly. 
Nitro-glycomie itself is a dense, yellow- 
ish liquid, but, in order to diminish the 
danger attending 
its use, fine earth, 


ground mica, sawdust, or some similar 
powder, is saturated with it, and thus the 
various blasting powders known 
as 


dynamite, 
mica-powder, dualin, rond- 


rock, etc., are formed. These compounds 
can be transported with comparative safe- 
ty. But the nitro-glyeerme easily drains 
off the powder and oozes from any crev- 
ice in the vessel in which the compound 
is kept. Drops of it thus bedewing the 
edges of a box may very easily "be mis- 
taken for oil escaping, - and if workmen 
ignorantly 
endeavor 
to nail the box 


tighter or to open it for examination 
there will be a disastrous explosion. Sev- 
eral have occurred iu past years this way. 
The victims knew, 110 donbt, that nitro- 
glycerine (or the compounds) may be 
exploded by a blow (coutoct with fire is 
not needful), but they did not suspect 
that the innocent-looking oil was nitro- 
glycerine. 
Why [should not youth be 


taught in the schools somewhat of the 
practical dangers of these 
substances 


which are coming into such common use. 
They would pursue the study with inter- 
est, especially if there were judicious ex- 
periments.
